A Review Of Snow Removal On Echo Summit, 


Which Makes U. S. 50 An All- 


Year Road, 


As Reported In “California Highways” 


For the first t in its history 
as a transcontjefental route dating 
from the po express and pioneer 
stage cpath days, U. S. Highway 50 
will -bécome an all-year highway as 
a result of the decision of the Cali- | 
fornia Highway Commission in a 
meeting August 29th to provide the. 
funds for snow removal equipment ; 
and crews to keep the road open | 
this winter over the Echo Summit’ 
and Meyers grade bottleneck in the 
high Sierras of El Dorado County. 

Immediately following the Com- | 
mission’s authoriaztion the needed! 
new snow plows were ordered by 
the Division of Highways and con- 
struction for housing crews and/| 
equipment is now under way. 


U. S. 50 begins at San Francisco | 
and extends to the Atlantic sea- | 
board through Washington, D. C.,! 
and Annapolis. From Sacramento | 
it gradually climbs via Folsom, Pla- 
cerville and Kyburz to Echo Sum- 
mit, elevation 7,394 feet and thence | 
down Meyers Grade and along the 
southern shores of Lake Tahoe to 
Carson City, Nevada, and points! 
East. 

The 20 miles of highway through 


total snow fall throughout the win- 
_»ter somewhat greater than on the 
Donner Summit which in severe 


average snow pack of about nine 
feet. Because the narrow old road- 
way through this section of Na- 
tional Forest and many hairpin 
turns in Meyers grade east of the 
summit rendering the operation of 
big modern rotary snow plows im- 
practical, the Division of Highways 
has heretofore only kept the road 
open to Kyburz and vicinity. 

Two years ago the Federal Road | 
Bureau began construction of a 
2.3 mile unit of wider and safer 
highway on the new alignment 
. eliminating a number of the sharp 
..turns and grades which was com- 
"pleted July, 1940, and work has al- 
“ready started on another unit to 


“rade to the lake valley. 
" At the meeting of the Highway 
Commission at Glbin’s Al Tahoe on 


August 29th, the matter of keeping 
the road open all through the win- 
ter was brought to the attention of 
the Commission by Director of Pub- 
lic Works Frank W. Clark who stat- 
eq that Governor Culbert L. Olson 
urged that it be done for the bene- 
fit of the vublic of the entire state 
as well as for the interests of sev- 
eral thousand business men and 
residents of the southern Lake Ta- 
hoe region. He said that the Ne- 
cada Highway authorities had been 
keeping U. S. 50 open through the 
winter to the California State line 
and promised they would continue 
to do so and cooperate in every re- 


| spect. 


Urged by Civic Bodies 

President John T. Nicholson and 
Committee Chairman Louis Bart- 
lett of the Open Highway 50 Asso- 
ciation explained the urgency of 
the situation from the view'point of 
the business men and residents of 
the Lake region and predicted the 
highway would develop a _ recrea- 
tional patronage as large in win- 
ter as it is in summer. Other speak- 
ers included Senator H. E. Dillin- 
ger and Mayor Charles Molinari of 
Placerville; Judge Andrew Piero- 
vich of Jackson; and representa- 
tives of the Redwood Empire As- 
sociation, State Chamber of Com- 
merce, cities of San Francisco, Oak- 
land and Stockton and a number of 
other civic bodies. 

Asked by Commissioner Nielsen 
what additional equipment and 
force the Division of Highways 
would need to keep the highway 
open, State Highway Engineer C. 
H. Purcell said two large type ro- 
tary snowplow's and two four-wheel 
drive trucks and push plows would 
have to be purchased at once and 
quarters provided for a crew of 20 
men to work day and night shifts. 

Maintenance Engineer Tom Den- 


nis explained that four buildings | 
would be necessary including a two- | 
story bunkhouse, like the one on | 


the Donner Summit station; a boil- 


‘er house, a truck and plow gar- 


age and a storage house for gas, oil
